WASHINGTON, Nov. 12—(AP)—Taxes could be cut $6,000,000,000 in 1948 and still leave 
@ $3.000,000,000 surplus tA reduce the national debt, the Committee for Economic Develop- 


ment declared Wednesday night. And a tax cut, the group said, was needed soon. 


Such a pruning of revenues— 
half again as great as the income 
tax bills vetoed by President Tru- 
man last Spring—would allow fot 
$4.000,000,000 in foreign aid next 
year, CED said, but should not be 
voted until Federal spending plans 
have jelied.

Because of 
the liberal requirements, for get- 
ting on the pension rolls and the 
large size of the rolls, the average 
pension paid to Georgia's needy 
is next to the lowest in the South. 
| Georgia nas an average of 429 
‘pensioners per 1,000 population 
over 65 years of age, while the 
‘Southern average is 300, Groves 
reported. The average Georgia tax. 
payer puts up $1.85 per year for 
pensioners, while the average 
Southerner contributes $1.41. The 
average Georgia pensioner receives 
$17.07 per month, while the aver- 
age Southerner gets $18.22. 

‘If Georgia’s old age recipient 
rate were reduced to the Southern 
average, Georgia’s roll would drop 
from 76,864 to 53,790, and the 
same amount of State and County 
funds now being sj)‘ent would pro- 
duce an average pension of

swimming pool receipts, $149,927. 

The cash reserve brought over 
from 1946 into 1947 was $1,692,526, 
but the 1947 figure will exceed 
that by a comfortable margin if 
revenues continues to hold for the 
remaining 4wo months of the year. 

Mayor Hartsfield and other ad- 
ministration Jeaders have stressed 
the importance of carrying over 
a cash reserve from one year to 
another so that municipal opera-

Many in this country won’t be certain 
whether to applaud or decry the move of 
Britain’s Labor Government to increase 
production by conscripting idlers and all 
those engaged in “non-essential” indus- 
tries. 

For Britain needs to gain greater pro- 
duction volume. And she needs also to 
convince Washington that she is doing 
all she can to help herself. The Harriman 
report emphasized, and Congressional 
leaders agree, that self-help is of primary 
consideration in granting funds for Euro- 
pean recovery. 

But in this country, conscription of 
labor for any purpose short of total war is 
viewed with horror by everyone from the 
CIO to Wall Street moguls. 

And while Britain’s political business 
is her own, there is serious question as to 


whether conscription is not just the ad- 
dition of another story on her already top- 
heavy governmental structure. And 
whether the direction of labor will not 
require a disproportionate number of ex- 
tra workers for enforcement. 


We in this country, however, can look 
and learn. For this latest decree is merely 
an intensification of the controls under 
which Britons have been struggling since 
the Socialists came into power a little more 
than two years ago. And it serves again to 
remind us that there seldom is such a 
thing as a little government control over 
economic life; that one control leads to 
another until, in the end, the every-day 
lives of citizens are bound and gagged 
by edicts through which the rulers seek 
vainly the omniscient answer to all prob- 
lems. 


The Revitalized National Guard 


Adj. Gen. Alpha Fowler’s revelation 
that the Georgia National Guard is near its 
prewar strength affords a reassuring note. 
Recruiting campaigns in other states re- 
portedly are not faring so well, but the fact 
that the Georgia Guard has doubled in 
strength since the current drive on enlist- 
ments started less than a month ago is in- 


dication that the youth of this State is 
aware of the opportunities which the 
Guard has to offer. New units are being 
located throughout the State as the pro- 
jected expansion continues. Progressive 
communities currently without one would 
do well to investigate the possibility of ob- 
taining a Guard unit. 


Macon Loses an Exceptional Mayor 


Macon has a new mayor today, Charles 
L. Bowden having stepped down last night 
after 10 years at the city’s helm. A coun- 
try boy who became Macon’s police chief 
at 22, Bowden studied law at night and 
went on to become a business success be- 
fore he turned his attention to polities. 
When he took office in 1937, there was 
$5,000 in the municipal treasury and the 
city owed approximately $2,000,000. Today 
it doesn’t owe a dime and has a sizable 


They Can, Too, Agree 


The United Nations agreement to par- 
tition Palestine and set up indepéndent 
Jewish and Arab States not later than 
next July 1 involved a great many con- 
cession by both the United: States and 
Russia. 

Indeed, many observers counted the 
plan more notable for this readiness of 
two great powers to reconcile their dif- 
ferences than the actual accomplishment 
of the task at hand. 

The United States originally had insist- 
ed upon setting up independent States 
immediately upon withdrawal of British 
troops Jan. 1. Soviet Russia wanted an 
interim period of six months between 
withdrawal and complete autonomy. There 
were other points of dispute, but this was 
the biggest. 

The Constitution considered the Soviet 
plan to have considerable merit. 

Under the compromise, however, a very 
satisfactory arrangement has been com-

Real Bloodhounds 
Are Mild Creatures 


You read, presumably, the news stories about

had read these animals were used in Georgia to track runaway 

criminals and had conceived the idea they would be useful in his 

country to track down lost children and others strayed away in the 
forests. Humane purpose, you see. 


When he came here, however, and talked with men who really 
know dogs, he found out the truth about the breed, the blood- 
hound. Found out that, while he might possess a highly expert 
nose, the true bloodhound lacks stamina and tenacity, so that he 
really isn’t very effective as a tracker on a long trail. He was 
advised, and wisely followed the advice, to buy instead a couple 
of crossbred hounds, half Red Bone and half July hound. Shipped 
a pair of such pups to Canada and we hope they prove competent 
in following the trail of lost persons there. Upholding, as it were, 
the good name of a Georgia product. 


But the revelation of the weakness of the real-bloodhound awoke 
some old memories. 


e Of all theatrical productions the one with long- 
est and most persistent audience appeal, in 


the North, that-is, is the entertainment known as a “Tom Show.” 
I imagine there are “Tom Show” troupes still making the smaller 


towns in the North and East. Not so many years ago there were 
dozens of such troupes every season. 

They put on a highly melodramatic, and laughingly crude, play 
based upon Harriet Beecher Stowe’s romanticized story of Negroes 
called Uncle Tom’s Cabin. In addition to the “thrilling drama.” 
the performance usually included a number of vaudeville acts 
given by the members of the cast between acts. It had elements 
of the old-time minstrel show, in fact. 

Characters in the melodrama always included Little Eva, Topsy, 
the wicked Simon Legree and his whip, Marks the lawyer, etc., 
etc., Eliza and the bloodhounds. 


Those bloodhounds. If you never Saw a “Tom Show” let me 
tell you about the big dogs. 


You probably know, even though you never 
Over the Ice read the book or saw the show, that one of the 
big scenes is that where Eliza, the mulatto, carrying her baby, 
tries to escape over the Ohio River. It is early Spring and the ice 
on the river is supposed to be breaking up. Eliza crosses the river 
by leaping from one floating cake of ice to another, pursued by 
bloodhounds, 7 

The stage scene was, of course, very, very crude. Eliza flees, 
offstage. The evil Legree and his hirelings follow, chasing them. 
And two or three great, ferocious looking dogs go loping across 
stage, supposedly in pursuit. What a thrill! 

The truth was, invariably, the dogs used in the show were not 
bloodhounds. Not even like them. They used big mastiffs or Great 
Danes. : 

Bloodhounds, you see, are too small, too harmless in appear- 
ance. There wouldn’t be much thrill for an audience to see a 
couple of the little, floppy-eared bloodhounds go sniffing across the 
stage. Whereas the big mastiffs looked as though they could bite 
off a good chunk of arm or leg at one snap of their jaws. They 


looked really frightening. 

It was customary for a Tom Show troupe to give 
The Parade a street parade, advertising the performance, be- 
fore curtain time. And the dogs, obviously, were an important 
item of the parade. 

Wearing heavy, brass-spiked collars, with a man ostentatiously 
hanging on to the chains or leashes that held them, they were awe 
inspiring sights for the unsophisticated. Good draws for the box 
office. 

lL saw a Tom Show once, just for curiosity. Too tawdry to 
lure a second time. . But some people in that part of the country 
attended year after year. : 

When I was a very young boy there was a picture, in some 
hook or other, of a runaway Negro slave trapped by dogs in a 
swamp. Those dogs of the picture, too, were mastiffs. 

And I was quite a few years old before I learned that a mastiff 
is not a bloodhound. At that, a mastiff is a quite friendy sort of 
animal himself.

These, too briefly, are the economic arguments. There 
are also political arguments. On the one hand, it is 
asserted that if the President proposed any form of price control, 
however limited, to the Eightieth Congress, he would be smartly 
slapped down. Moreover, this slapping process might crack wide 
open the carefully constructed bipartisan foreign policy structure. 

On the other hand, the price controllers argue that the Con- 
gress cannot*afford to disregard the angry mutterings of the house- 
wives. If the Republican Congress refused to go along with a price 
control program, the albatross of responsibility for the galloping 
inflation which would surely ensue could be firmly fixed around 
the Republican Party's neck. Moreover, unless inflation is con- 
trolled, the whole program of aid to Europe might as well be written 
off anyway. 

Obviously, the decision must rest in the end with the Presi- 
dent himself. It is as important, and as difficult, a decision as 
he has been called upon to make. His message to Congress next 
Monday will show how he has decided. But it will be months 
hefore it will be possible to know for certain whether he has 


decided wisely.

Eating Pattern 
To Keep Slim 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
There are almost as many dif- 
ferent reducing diets as there are 
overweights and_ stretched end to 
end they would reach as far as 
the excess beltline inches ... or 
from Portland, Me., to Portland, 
Oregon. 

But for all that, there is only 
one good reducing diet and that’s 
the one you’ve been following. It’s 
not a diet, really, but a pattern of 
eating with the calories restricted 
to individual reducing require- 
ments. Still, this being the tenth 
and last day of the series, you 
may wonder what to do next.... 

You can’t say: “Good, now I can 
go back to eating.” You've been 
eating, and losing weight. You'd 
have to say: “Now I can go back 
to overeating!” But that wouldn't 
save food or your waistline. Why 
not try more of the same pattern 
and get your weight down to heal- 
thy normal? Have good meals, but 
keep them just short of your full 
requirements. And when = you 
reach normal, these food habits 
will stand you in good stead—they 
will help to fix your weight at 
normal. 

It isn’t necessary to count cal- 
ories; just keep the pattern along 
the right lines. Have a good 
breakfast, but not too much toast. 
At noon, have the regular lunch, 
but eat only one roll, with half a 
pat of butter, and skip the rich 
dessert. At dinner, eat only one 
starchy food—make a choice of 
potatoes, bread or dessert. Eat a 
serving of lean meat or fish or 
fowl. Since meat is so expensive, 
eat more fish. If you like butter- 
milk, fine. If not, have skim 
milk part of the time, and some 
whole milk, and cheese.

Symbolic Food for Thought 


Dr. Frank G. Slaughter, author of the new book, “The 
Golden Isle,” says stomach ulcers are the exclusive prob- 
lem of people who are filled with repressions and resent- 
ments of one kind or another, almost always accumulated 
in childhood and early youth. The only way to get rid 
of the complexes that tie the stomach nerves into knots, 
he said, is to recognize the resentments that caused them. 
Psychoanalysis accomplishes this, but Slaughter remarked 
that the food prescribed for ulcers—milk—has its psycho- 
logical effect as well. 


“It is symbolic,” he said, at a luncheon at Rich’s, “that 
milk is the food of babies. It is an admission that the 
patient has taken himself back to his babyhood and can 
wipe out whatever has troubled him. It is even more 
effective When the patient eats baby food and milk in 
public, while his friends work on thick, rare steaks. “It is 
a public admission of retrogression,” he said, “and very, 
very good for the person concerned.”
